A FAT OLD OFFICE. 


Something About the Best Position 
in the Municipality. 

An interesting and spicy debate took place in 
the Common Council last night on the subject of 
allowing the Clerk of the City Court $1,000 per 
ennum for his services. Speeches made by sev- 
eral of the members intimated that this clerk 
is now getting from $8,000 to $12,000 per annum, 
and that he ought not to ask for any more, 

Mr. Shadburn claimed to know something of 
his income, and stated that it must be about 
$8,000. In view of this fact, Mr. 8. was opposed 
toany increase. The present incumbent has 
several times heen offered $6,000 a year for the 
office, and this was sufficient prvof of its lucra- 
tiveness. 

Another member romarked that the people 
bad elected the clerk to this position, which was 
really a fat office, andthat nothing more ought 
to be asked of them. The fines, too, of the City 
Court amoant daily to about $125, which, he 
knew, were divided between the officers of the 

court, including the clerk. 

Mr. Orrill asked what was the income of the 
clerk, and was answered, as above stated, in the 
most extravagant figures. 

Mr. Kaye spoke with much earnestness: The 
marshal of the court has offered the clerk $5,000 
for his position, and my friend and colleague, 
Mr. Webmhoff, is willing toloan him the money 
for the purpose. An old officer 
of the court will now give 
$6,000 for the office. He considers it the fattest 
thing in the city. (Mr. Orrill hereasked, did he 
actually offer the money? No reply was made 
just then.) He does less work than the Mayor, 
and gets more pay forit. A hueandcry is al- 
ways raised in favor of men who drive a quill. 
Let a8 man use ea quill and you 
can't pay him enough for his services. Bat let 
bim drive a dray or handle a pick-ax, and the 
smallest sum will suffice to pay him. These die 
tinctions go too far, and should be checked. 
The treasury is empty, and we are unable to pay 
our debts. These demand our first attention. 
Let us be just before we are generous. 

Mr. German was in favor of allowing the $1,000. 
Mr. Kaye had just made a “rambunctious 
speech,’ and made several statements and 
charges which were hardly correct. He seemed 
to havea grudge against all the officials of the 
City Court. He has oocupied high offices him- 
self, and would not have refused a little extra 
pay, ifthe same had been allowed him. The 
clerk does work for the city and he should be 
paid for it. No matter how much money he 
makes from other sources, he sbould still be 
paid for his services. A portion of the fines and 
costs levied upon criminals may ge to him, as 
@the law directa, and, be this little or much, he 
should still be paid for work which he does for 
Louisville. We have no direct proof that $5,000 
has been offered te him for the position. He 
would take that emount and resign. He does 
his work well, so I say let him have the money 
for it. 

Mr. German was followed by Mr. Hamilton, 
who made a few very pointed and forcible re 
marks. The sum of $2,400 was first appropriated 
by the city government to pay this clerk. He 
became dissatisfied and appliedto the Legisla- 
ture for such a changedn the charter as would 
enable him to receive a part of the fines and 
‘costs paid by criminals in lieu of a regular sala- 
ry. This was his own eboice, and not the ac- 
tion of this orany other body. The change we 
ere told bas put several thousand dollars into his 
purse, and I ‘am unwilling that a man who is 
how 80 well paid should receive auything more. 
Ihave a young man with me who gets $2,000 per 
annum, and he thinks it is big wages. He com- 
menced on $600,and I have continued to in- 
crease bis salary until it has grown to the pres- 
ent amount. The young man works from morn- 
ing till night, and frequentiy until in 
the night. He did not ask for more pay, but I 
thought be was worth more and gave it to bim. 

Twenty-four hundred dollars is a good in- 
come, that ought to satisfy most men. For these 
reasons, gentiemen, I shall vote aguinst any ad- 
dition to his present income. 

The resolution was voted upon and resulted 
in six for and fourteen against. A motion to 
reconsider immediately followed and prevailed 
on the ground that the whole matter hed beun 
misrepresented. It will be called ep againat 
the next me coting.

The Fish at the Fire. 


During the terrifio fire of yesterday morning, 


it was necessary for the fire-engines to take wa- 
ter from ponds in the vicinity as. there were no 
cisterns within reach. A couple of the machines 
were stationed at a pond about three hundre! 
yards west of the fire, and, after all the water 
had been drawn from the pond, a large number 
of fish, crawfish and frogs were seen foundering.

THE FIRE YESTERDAY. 


Destfaction of the Tan-yard of Wede- 
kind, Hallenberger & Bro. 


Loss $60,000. 


About 9 o'clock yesterday morning a fire broke 
out in the tan-yard of Messrs. Wedekind, Hal- 
lenberger & Bro., on Eighteenth and Lexington 
causing eonsiderable damage to that es- 
The fire originated in the roof of 
the engine-room, and, when first discovered, had 
made but little progress; but a sharp breeze was 
blowing at the time and the flames soon spread 
throughout the entire building, which contained 
e large amount of leather and all the machinery 
of the tannery, and, extending to a large pile of 
bark adjoining the house, which was all frame, 
the whole rear end of the yard was s0en wrap- 
ped in flames. 

The fire department made their appearance in 
due time, and the men carnot be praised too 
highly for their perseverance and manly efforts 
to suppress the fire, under disadvantages that 
were truly discouraging. There were no cisterns 
in the neighborhood, and one hittle stock-pend 
near by wasthe only source from whioh they 
coald get water fot nearly mm hour, and this 
could furnish but a feeble, muddy stream. Fi- 
nally, two engines were stationed at Eighteenth 
and Broadway, which furnished two good 
streams, but not until the framework was almost 
completely destroyed. 

There were several families Living within the 
inclosure, whose houses were but a few feet from 
the burning buildings. These, together with 
a stable and several large piles of bark, all in 
close proximity would have been swept by the 
fire had not the wind been blowing stiffiy from 
the west, carrying the flames away from the 
other material, thus giving the firemen the ad- 
vantage, though the supply of water only furn- 
ished two streams. Among these families were 
those of Mr. Hallenberger and two workmen, in 
one building, of which the dining-room and 
kitchen were burned, and Mike Smidt, who is an 
employe at Belknap’s foundery, occupying a new 
frame house, which stood close to the burning 
bark, but received no injury. 

As soon as the alarm was civen the workmen 
from the neighboring brick-yards of Berger & 
Kendall and Plank & Haldemer came to the as 
sistance of the workmen inthe yard, and suc- 
ceeded in saving a considerable amount of leath- 
er as well ag moving the household effects of the 
families into the street. 

The entire space underneath the floor of the 
building destroyed is filled with vats containing 
hides under process of tanning, all of which 
were more or less damaged. The total loss to 
the company in leather, machinery, bark, builid- 
ing, etc., is estimated at $60,000, their insurance 
on all the property of the establishment not ex- 
ceeding $18,000. The greater safforers in this 
destruction are the Hallenberger brothers, who 
have recently worked themseivee from employes 
into independent basiness in this enterprise. 

.The pile of bark, which contained about two 
hundred cords, became so thoronghly ignited 
that the water from the hose had but litéle effect, 
and it bid fair to burn for the remainder of the 
day and night, and it wae found necessary to 
keep a force employed all night. Accordingly, 
the Sargent was detailed to stay until ten 
o’cloek last night, to be relieved at that time by 
the Gillis, which was to remain until this morn- 
ing. At about the time mentioned, the fire re 
vived to such en extent that it was necessary to 
send for two more engines; but, on account of 
the latenees of the hour, we did not learn any 
further particulars. However, ell was quiet at 
last accounts. 


NUMBERING THE HOUSES. 


The Several New Pians Which are 
Proposed to the City Council. 

An important ordinance on the subject of 

numbering houses and posting up the names of 

streets was discussed at considerable length in 

the Common Council last night. 

It was proposed that First street should be 


ané the west end,and that regular numbers 
should be allotted to every twenty feet in both 


‘directiona, The streets running north and 


south should receive a number for every tweaty- 
five feet. 

Vacant lots were to be included. This, of 
course, would change the number of nearly every 
house, and give the people some little trouble 
aud expense, but it was said that the present 
system of numbering was 80 invomplete, and 
contained so many mistakes, that it was worse 
than no system. 

Accompanying this ordinance was a petition 
from Mr. Folsom, asking to be* authorized to 
number the houses, and proposing a plan by 
which todothe work. Sixth street was to be 
made the dividing line between the east and 
west end, and Jefferson street the dividing line 
between the northern and southern portion of 
the city. One hundred was to be the first number, 
and continue in regular successive numbers to the 
end of the first square. The second square 
Was then to begin with M%l,and run regularly 
through it. The third square must begin with 
S01, and s0 on to the end of the street. In this 
way astranger or citizen could tell exactlyino 
what locality he might be, and the distance to 
auy portion of thecity. Every hundred would 
represent a square. 

This plan, however, met with serious opposai- 
tion. A motion made to refer it tothe revising 
committee was opposed to by Mr. German. He 
wanted the matier settled. The present system 
of numbering was very good, and the alteratiun 
proposed would cost a thougand dollars. If any 
change were made it would do the city 
no good, but meke money for the pwti- 
tioner. The numbers were changed some 
years ago, and by it everybody was 
confused. The Council is now, he said, about to 
do the same thing, and for the purpose of allow- 
ing some man to make a thousand dollars. Mag- 
nificent buildings have recently been erected on 
several of our streets, with numbers handsomely 
engraved on stone. Any change would involve 
the trouble and expense of tearing away thes» 
stones. This was a considerable item, and 
should influence the action of the Council. 

Mr. Orrill was opposed to the change. 

Several now attempted to speak, but Mr. Wehm- 
hoff remarked, “lam up now,’ and the otheis 
subsided. Mr. W. said our streets, unlike those 
of other cities, are straight, without any offsets. 
Everything is plain, and we need no great im 
provements by which strangers and citizens can 
tind their way home. They can goto any portion 
of the city without having to watch charch 
steeples or towers or anything elee. We have, 
he said, the best of numbering and 
naming streets that there is anywhere in the 
United States. 

A motion was then made to refer the whole 
matter to the Committee of Revision, which pre- 
vailed.

Since the occurrence, Timberlake has been in 
good cheer, eating a hearty dinner yesterday, 
and ia very coolasto his cordition. Fore ww 
promptly arrested, but was released on bail yea- 
terday. The attending surgeon says there can 
be no hope for Timberlake's recovery.

Crvncinnatti, Sept. 28, 1871. 

Weston failed to-day in his great walk of one 
hundred and thirteen miles in twenty-four 
hours. The whole of it in a nutshell is this: He 
was to have commenced his walk here on 
Thursday. The committee in charge, mis- 
understanding the matter, advertised it for 
Wednesday. Weston was away offup in Iowa, 
anéd6 knew nothing of the mistake. 
He arrived at the Burnet House here at 12 
o'clock Tuesday night, which, had there been no 
blunders, would have given him time for the 
requisite amount of quiet and sleep before un- 
dertaking his terrible task. But the town was 
posted from one end to the other with his name, 
and he declared that under no circumstances 
would he disappoint the public, even though he 
hazarded success. He took a light lunch and re- 
tired soon after arriving, and slept well until 
seven o'clock Wednesday morning. Instead 
of having the rest of that and the greater part of 
the next day in which to fortify himself with 
sleep, this siz hours was all he had, and that 
after atripof over two hundred miles by rail- 
road. He commen ’ed walking at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, was aitacked by sleep at 10 that 
night, fought it eleven hours and fifty miles, 
aud failed. That, in short, is the whole story. 

THE IMMENSITY OF THE JOB, 

And now I will give it to you in detail, and an 
interesting story i: is. If I could but impress 
the readers of the CorrigrR-Journat with the 
immensity of suchatask! The physical capac- 
ity, the power of endurance, the pluck and the 
spunk that is required! He commenced at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon, as I said, at a gait 
of five miles an hour, making the 
headway of a cood horse. The sun went down, 
and he was etill walking; the main part of the 
crowd left and dark found him plunging ahead. 
Midnight the same, with nobody left but the 
judges and the committee of physicians, At 
three o'clock in the morning he completed 
the fiftieth mile, and the doctors, 
too tired to watch longer, retired; still Weston 

was waiking. Daylight found him atill goinz, 
with no one except the jndges on the ground. 
He had kept up that steady, determiaed stride 
of his throughout the whole night without stop- 
ping, except once for a slight rubbing down, 
which only occupied aix and a quarter minutes. 

HOW BE LOOKED. 

Your correspondent came up on the night 
train, and arrived upon the Union grounds at six 
o'clock. There was the same Weston whom we 
saw at Louisvilie, with his big-soled shoes, his 
velvet knee-breeches, white shirt and famous 
white hat, almost dancing aronnd the track on 
his sixty-third mile. He was a little worn, but 
in excellent spirits,and was glad to see some- 
body from Louisville, which, by the way, he is 
dead in love with. 

RUBBING HIM DOWN. 

Atthe end of the sixty-fourth mile he went 
into his tent, lay down upon a bed something in 
the shape of a wheat fan, with his legs «ticking 
up out of the hopper, and gave directions to 
those sround asto what should be done. His 
clothes were not removed, the ruvbing down, as 
it was called, consisting of a rubbing up, there 
being a man ahold of each lez, rubbing from the 
ankle up tothe knee. Mr. Weston kept a sharp 
eye upon his watch all the time, first 
smelt easily of some hartshorn, then cal'ed for 
his eggs and coffee, all the while laughing and 
joking; refused the coffee, because it was too 
sweet; sent for a fresh cup, took it without 
milk, drank a mouthful; was afraid of the eggs 
within thé next twenty miles; ordered a mixture 
of arnica and water, half and half; sat up on the 
side of the bed, and witha funnel poured it into 
the bottoms of his shoes; and then, with one 
stride, he was up, off the bed, out the door of the 
tent, and gone, without saying good-bye. 

BETTER THAN EVER. - 

He was a little stiff from the stoppage, how- 
ever, and made the first round in 1:54, about ten 
seconds slower than before the rubbing. He 
picked wp on the second, though, got warm 
acain on the third, andthe fourth round was 
made at a merry gait in 1:42, being better than 
be had done since one o'clock that 
morning, The dew upon the grass, 
however, was bothering him considerably. This 
was evident in his feet slipping back at every 
stride. He afterwards attributed his defeat 
partly to this oversight. To-day he will have the 
path covered with sawdust. When the dew got 
well away he quickened bis gate and down went 
the figures into the lower forties again. The 
sun shone graciously and seemed to inspirit 
him. He had now passed the worst 
hours of the twenty-four—the ones he most 
lreaded—from three to seven o'clock, and he 
looked as wellas he did at the commencement 
of thethird mile on the afternoon before, 

FIGHTING SLEEP. 

All this time, however, though his legs were 
ninible and light, he was making a d*sperate 
struggle egainst sleep. Abeut ¥ o'clock he called 
for his iltt.e cowhide and applied it vigorously to 
his legs. Kut it wasof no avail to arouse him. 
His eyes were failing The track e 
ced to whirl around to him and he 
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Me Slag 
EODY AND MIND. 

Though in this half-dead condition his mind 
was stuUl bright and his discretion acute, so he 
finally concluded to go into his tent and sleep 
forty-five minutes. He laid down and fell al- 
most immediately to sleep, but at the end of 
three minutes his eyes popped open and he wae 
wide awake again. 

THE LAST HOPE. 

There were now strupg bopes of his success, 
for the drowsiness had lefthim. It t but a 
moment however to discover he was wholly un- 
able to walk further, for no «sooner 
lid he jump out upon the track again than the 
sleep returned. He epplied the little cowhide 
again, but it wouldn't do. Weston, it was evi- 
lent to everybody on the ground, was gz He 
mad lost the race. The poor fellow tugged away 
manfully, however, and staggered around the 
‘rack fourteen more times, making two miles 
and almost completing his eighty-first 
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drunk. When it occurs sooner 
that his strength is going prematurely. 
FlS SPUNK, 

Weston was assisted into histent after the 
last two-mile walk, and lay there two hours be- 
fore he would consent to give up the race. Ha 
was willingto go abead and comeas near the 
118 miles as he could. He would sleep until nine 
o'clock that night, and commence the 113 miles 
afresh; or, he wou'd cemmence the next aftor- 
noon (Friday) and waik it overagain. He was 
willing to do anything to satisfy the managers of 
the grounds and the large crowd which had aa- 
sembled.

ANOTHER TRIAL. 

After a deal of consultation it was concluded 
to let him start again Friday afternoon, at five 
pclock, and attempt to make the coveted 113 
miles. This announcement was made to the 
crowd, their money was returned to thom at the 
door, and all went away sympa- 
thizing with the unfortunate § gentleman, 
but commending him for the prodigious eforts 
he made to accomplish the self-imposed task. 
Mr. Weston declares that he will never leave the 
grounds until he has done it, and, true to his 
word, sent to the hotel for his baggage, had it 
brought to # place of residence which he selected 
near the park, where he will rest himself care 
fully, and commence again to-morrow the terri- 
ble task. 


SCHOOL BOARD AND COUNCIL. 


Judge Barnett’s Opinion as tothe Rel- 
ative Powers of the Two. 

The following opinion from Judge Burnett was 
read last night before the Common Council. It 
was received and filed: 

To the General Counctl: 

GENTLEMEN—In answer to a resolution passed 
by your honorable body on the 4th instant, 
asking my opinion “as to the power of the 
Board of Trustees of the Public Schools to sell 
the achool building on First street,’’ and also 

“as to the power of said board to contraet for 
a new building when the cost of said building 
will exeeed the revenue for achool purposes dur 
ing the coming fiscal year, "IT have the honor to 
state that section 77 of the charter of the city of 
Louisville provides as follows: “The control and 
manacement of said schools, and the funds be- 
longing thereto, and which may accrue in any 
way to them, and their establishment, manage- 
ment, and maintenance, under the prov isions of 
this charter, or otberwise, shall be vested in th 
gaid Board of Trustees, subject to tho provisions 

of this charter.’ 

Sec. 8&2 of said charter is as follows: “It 
shall be the duty of the Beard of Trustess, upon 
the con:pletion of (he assessu .n of property f “a 
taxation, apuually to ascerta the sums like 
to accrue from taxation for the 6xid schools f 
the current tise al year. Also to pemcienar ai 

estimate as correctly as may be, the whole 
amount of means applicable to educational pur- 
poses for the current fiscal year; and said Board 
of Trustees shall not expend or contract for the 
payment of a larger sum than the amount esti- 
mated to be received for the vear.”’ 

Sec. 81 of the charter provides a fund for build- 
ing eens, and is in the following language, 
to-w 

we on the purpose of raising money to enable 
said board of trustees to build or procure euch 
schooi-house or school-houses in each ward. as 
herein before provided, for the use and benefit of 
said school, the General Council shal! cause to be 
levied and collected annually a tax of eight 


cents on each one hundred dollars worth of real | 


estate and improvements assessed for taxation 
as aforesaid; but this levy is only to be made for 
three years, unless ordered by the Council to 
continue.”’ 

See. 65 provides as follows: 

“The proceeds of all special taxes shal] be sa- 
credly applied to the purposes for which they are 
levied, and not otherwise
